Canada like some thirty-sir othe 
countries of the world has now a cent 
ral bank called the Bank of Canada, 
The head ottice will be in Ottawa 
and branches may be established in 
other places in Canada or outside of 
Canada. ‘The management shall con- 
sist of a Governor, a Deputy Govern- 
or and seven directors, The Prime 
Minister has stated that the Governor 
will be some one from England and 
this was the occasion for a _ rather 
bitter debate. One sidé felt that a 
man experienced in International 
Banking should be appointed, and the 
other side argued that someone ftam- 
ijliar with the racial and economic 
conditions of this country, should be 
appointed. 

The Governor and Deputy 
full time men, 

The stock of the bank will be sold 
to the public and the rate of interest 
paid to the shareholders will be 4 and 
a half per cent. If more than this is 
made as profit then it goes to the 
treasury. 

The note issue privileges shall be 
withdrawn gradually from the charter 
ed banks: 5 per cent for five years, 
then 10 per cent for five years, in all 
75 per cent starting in 1936.

A report by the delegates to the 
/30th Annual Convention of the Union 
of Alberta Municipalities was submit- 
ted to the meeting, the text of which 
will be found elsewhere in our issue. 

Word was received from the As- 
sesment Commission that appeals 
from the Court of Revision would be 
heard on Thursday of next week. 

So that all might attend the Cal- 
gary Stampede a public holiday was 
declared for Wednesday afternoon, 
llth July. | 

There was a disultory discussion as 
to the swimming pool and as to the 
desirability of purchasing a mower 
and there were other desultory dis- 
cussions of mattters of general  in- 
terest. 

A number of accounts were passed. 


The Bank will act as the financial 


agent for the Dominion Government 
and propably for provinces. The Bank 


may buy and sell gold, buy and sell 


Dominion securities, buy or sell re- 


discount bills of exchange endorsed 
by the Chartered Banks in connection 
with the marketing of products, make 
loans to the Dominion or the Provine- 
es, accept deposits from Governments 
or Banks without interest and deal 
with the central banks of other count- 
ries. The Bank will not deal with ind- 
ividuals in a Banking capacity, but 
supervise the chartered Banks. 

The gold coverage for the bills in 
circulation is officially reduced from 


40 to 25 per cent. This means that 
with the seventy million dollars | 
worth of gold, two hundred and 
‘eighty millions in currency can be 


issued. At present there is only about 
two hundred and thirty counting the 
‘fifty million recently provided for in 
connection with the Public Works 
program. 

Very few changes were made _ in 
the Bank Act except those necessary 
\to fit the Bank of Canada Act in. 

There are many districts disappoint 
ed over the Works program. Many : 
Military Buildings are being con: | 
structed and in some cities these are 
not needed. I spoke on this motion |
